It we ſhould 47 follow 7ou, this were 
the way, of a Church ( as you plead-) imperte&, to make no Church ; 
and of a Remedy to make a Diſeaſe. Still the fruit of our Charzty to 
you is, beſides our Grief, Pity. Your Zeal of Truth has miſſed you, 
and you others; a Zeal, if Honeſt, yet Blind-folded, and led by Self- 
will. | 
Oh that you loved Peace but half ſo well as Truth ! then this Breach 


* had never been ; and you that are yet Brethren had been ſtill Compa- 


nions. Go out of Babylon, you ſay ; the Voice not of Schiſm, but of 
Holineſs. Know you where you are? Look about you, I befeech 
you, look behind you; and ſee if we have not left it upon our Backs. 
She her felt feels, and ſces that ſhe is Abandoned ; and complains to 
all the World, that we have not only forſaken, but /poy/"d Her ; and 
yet you fay, COME OUT OF BABILON. 

And except you will be willingly Blind, you may ſee the Heaps of 
her A/tars, the Aſhes of her 7dols, the Ruines of her Monuments, the 
Condemnation ot her Errors, the Revenge of her Abominations. And 
are we Ter in Babylon 2 Is Babylon Tet among us ? 

Where are the main Buildings of that ACCYRSED CITT > Thoſe 
high and proud Towers of that 7#iverſal Hierarchy, Infallible Fudg- 
ment, Dibenſations with-the Laws of God, and fins of Men : Di/po- 
fition of Kingdoms and Depoſron of Princes, parting ſtakes with God in 
our Converſion, through Freedom of Will;in our Salvation,through the 
Merit of our Works ? Where are thoſe Rotten heaps rotten,not through 
Age, but Corruption of Tranſubſtantiating of Bread, Adoring ot Images, 
multitude of Sacraments, power of Indulgencies,neceſſity ot Confeſſion, 
profit of Pilgrimages, conſtrained and approved Ignorance, unknown 
Devotions? Where are thoſe deep Vaults ( if not Mines )) of Pennan- 
ces and Purgatorics, and whatſoever elſe hath been deviſed by thoſe 
Popelings, whether profitable or glorious, againſt the Lord and his 
Chriſt ? Are they not all razed, and buried in the Duſt ? Hath not the 
Majeſty of her Gods, like as was done to Mithra and Serapis, been 
long agone offer'd to the publick laughter of the Vulgar ? What is this 
but to go, yea, to run { if not to flie )) out of Baby/on? Bur as every 
mans an hearty Patron of his own Actions, and it is a deſperate Cauſe

fay, {i1}]- we tarry in rhe Suburbs. Grant that theſe were as ill as an 
Enemy can make them, or can pretend them : You are deceived, it 
you titinl rhe Walls of Babylon ſtand upon Ceremonies. 

Subſtmtial Errors are both her Foundation and Frame. 

Theſe Ritual obſervations are not ſo much as Tile and Reed, rather 
lixe to ſome Fan 'upon the Roof; tor Ornament, more than ule : 
not parts of tic Building but neceſſary ER If you take them 
otherwiſe, you wrong the Church ; 1t thus, and yer depart, you 
wrong it and your ſec!f: As it you would have perſuaded Righteous 
Lot not to ſtay in Zorar, becauſe it was ſo /near Sodom. I fear, 
if you had ſeen the Mony-changers in the Temple, however 
you would.have pray'd or taught there: Chriſt did it, not forſa- 
king the place but ſcourging the Oitenders : [And this is the Valour of 
Chriſtian Teachers: To oppoſe Abuſes, not to run away from them : 
Where ſhall you not thus find Baby/on ? Would you have run from Ge- 
neva becauſe of her Wafers? Or from Corinth, tor her diforder'd Love 
Feaſts? Either run our of the World, or your flightis Vain. If expe- 
rience of Change teach you not, that you ſhall find your Babylon every 
where, return not. Compare the-place you have letr , with that you 
have choſen : Let not fear of ſeeming to repent over-ivon, make you 
partial. Lo, there a common harbour ot all Opinions, ct all Here- 
ties ; if not a mixture. Here youdrew in the free and clear Air of the 
Goſpel, without that odious compoſitionof Fudaiſm, Arrianiſm, Ana- 
baptiſm : There you live in the ſtench ot theſe and more, You are un- 
worthy ot pity, if you will approve your miſery. Say, it you can, 
That the C/urch of England ( it ſhe werenot yours ) is notan Heaven 
to Amſterdam. How ts it then, that our Gnats are harder to ſwallow, 
than their Camels? And-that whilſt all Chriſtendom magnifies our 
happineſs and applauds it ; your handful alone, ſo deteſts our Enormi- 
ties, that you deſpiſe our Graces ? See whether in this you make not 
God a loſer. 

The thanks of all his favours is loſt, becauſe you want more: and in 
the mean time, who gains by this Sequettration, but Rome and Hel 2 
How do they inſult in this Advantage, that opr Mother's own Chil- 
dren condemn her tor Unclean, that we are dayly weakened by our 
Diviſions, that the rude multitude hath ſo palpable a motive to diſtruſt 
us? Sure, you intended it not : but if you had been their hired Agent 
you could not have done our Enemies greater ſervice. 

The God of Heaven open your Eyes, that you may ſee the unjuſtice 
of that Zeal which hath tranſported you: and turn your heart to an 
endeavour of all Chriſtian fatisfa&tion : otherwiſe, your Souls ſhall 
find too late, that it had been a Thouſand times better to ſwa/ow a Ce- 
remony, than to rend a Church: yea, That even Whoredoms and 
Murders ſhall abide an eaſier Anſwer than SEPARATION. I have 
done if only I have adviſed you of that teartul threatning of the Wiſe 
man. The Eye that mocketh his FATHER, and deſpiſeth the Govern- 
ment of his MOTHER, The Ravens of the Valley ſhall pick it out, and 
the young Eagles eat it. 
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
